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ISSUES MOUNT ON GREENBRINR PROJECT 
AS COUNTY HOLDS JULY 14 HEARING

The list continues to mushroom of issues that need resolving 
in connection with the Greenbriar apartment project to be located 
on 82+ acres on the eastern and western ends of the Smith-Ewing 
tract east of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway (see accompany¬ 
ing map). What started out as a simple request by the developer 
— the Kay Brothers — for an increase in the number of 2-and 3- 
bedroom apartments in the project now includes proposals for a 
parking waiver, a liberalization in the building restriction line next 
to NASA, a possible shift in the location of the elementary school, 
and an alternate, more costly, sewage plan. 

A hearing has been scheduled by ting dens and family rooms as 

bedrooms). The developer, how¬ 
ever, maintains that the Family 
room should not be counted as a 
bedroom since it is part of the Kit¬ 
chen and is not partitioned. 

The developer, moreover, feels 
that the Greenbriar project, as a 
high-quality, high-rent type of de¬ 
velopment, will attract a type of 
clientele that will not Be inclined 
to use dens as bedrooms. Furth- 
more, he asserts that the project 
will have enforceable restrictions 
on the maximum number of occu¬ 
pants per apartment, thereby elim¬ 
inating the necessity for counting 
dens as permanent bedrooms. 

According to the developer, plans 
for the $24 million, luxury-type, 
apartment project will include a 
community building, swimming 
pool, tennis courts, athletic fields, 
play areas, and extensive landscap¬ 
ing. Rentals are expected to be a- 
mong the highest in the county. 
The project will be targeted to at¬ 
tract families in the $15,000 and 
over income range. 

Parking Waiver 

Under an ordinance recently ad¬ 
opted, parking spaces are re¬ 
quired for the first bedroom of 
each unit, with % additional park¬ 
ing spaces for each additional bed¬ 
room. Dens and family rooms are 
to be counted as bedrooms. This 
would mean a total of 2,452 off- 
street parking spaces. (The old or¬ 
dinance had simply required 1*4 
parking spaces for each unit — 
for Greenbriar thus requiring on¬ 
ly 1,493 spaces.) 

The developer is seeking a com¬ 
promise by asking a waiver so that 
he need only construct 2,020 park¬ 
ing spaces. The basis for his re¬ 
quest is that dens and family rooms 
would not be counted as bedrooms 
under the special exception sought. 


the county council, sitting as the 
District Council, for this Wed¬ 
nesday, July, 14, at 10 a.m. in 
Upper Marlboro to hear the 
special exception applications 
( £2459, 2460, and 2469) to permit 
bedrooms in excess of the num¬ 
bers permitted by zoning ordin¬ 
ance. How many of the other 
above-mentioned issues will also 
be discussed at the Wednesday 
hearing is not known at this time. 

The present zoning ordinance 
provides that in multiple-family 
apartments, 2-bedroom apartments 
cannot comprise more than 40 per¬ 
cent of the total and 3-bedroom 
apartments more than 10 percent 
of the total. (The remaining 50% 
are 1-bedroom units.) In addition, 
all rooms with such names as 
‘‘den,” “study," etc. shall be con¬ 
strued as bedrooms for the purpose 
of this ordinance. The county com¬ 
missioners adopted the ordinance 
m 1968 so as to restrict the num¬ 
ber of applicable bedroom unit 
percentages in multiple-family ap¬ 
artments and thus the number of 
children of school age. 

The developer is seeking a modi¬ 
fication of the 50-40-10 ratio to one 
of about 32-48-20 (that is, 2-bed- 
room units will comprise 48 percent 
of the total and 3-bedroom units 
20%), He is also asking that dens 
and family rooms not be considered 
as bedrooms as under the present 
ordinance. The breakdown of the 
1,193-unit project, according to the 
developer, would then be 374 I- 
bedroom, 574 2-bedroom, and 245- 
3 -bodroom units. 

The Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
Technical Staff estimates that ,the 
exception, if granted, would mean 
an increase in the total number of 
bedrooms from 1,910 to 3,778 (coun-

FLASH! 

The Prince Georges County 
Planning Board yesterday re¬ 
jected its Technical Staff's re¬ 
port on the Greenbriar project 
and recommended approval of 
the special exception and park¬ 
ing waiver, but with conditions. 
First, it suggested that the Dis¬ 
trict Council determine whether 
the occupancy limitation pro¬ 
posed by the developer to keep 
down the density of the apart¬ 
ments is legally enforceable and 
is being enforced in connection 
with other projects. 

Second, it suggested that a 
maximum population limit of 
3,400 be set and that the appli¬ 
cant be required to file a report 
twice a year specifying the pop¬ 
ulation figures by units. Third, 
it suggested that approval of the 
exception be subject to approval 
of a site plan that provides for 
adequate recreational facilities 
and meets other conditions pre¬ 
viously set down. Finally, it 
specified that if the current 
financing of the project (which 
guarantees the quality of the 
project) should fall through, the 
exception would be void. 


MNCPPC’s position 

The Greenbelt city council’s offic¬ 
ial position will be determined at 
this Monday's regular council 
meeting. The MNCPPC Technical 
Staff, in a report dated July 2, 
1-971, recommended disapproval of 
the special exception for excess 
bedroom unit percentages and of 
the parking waiver. 

The Technical Staff found that 
the degree to which the developer 
proposes to increase bedroom per¬ 
centages is unsuitable for this lo¬ 
cation. “The impact,” the report 
said, “on traffic and public schools 
which would be generated by ap¬ 
proval of these special exceptions, 
together with the reduction in 
number of off-street parking spaces 
requested in the parking waiver 
application (which would result in 
the use of public streets for auto¬ 
mobile parking) would endanger 
the health and safety of residents 
and workers in the area and would 
be detrimental to the present and 
future development of the general 
neighborhood.’’ 

The Staff noted that the propos¬ 
ed variations represent the great¬ 
est percentage variations which 
have yet been requested under the 
“bedroom ordinance." The pro¬ 
posed increase in bedrooms, the re¬ 
port surmised, will most probably 
produce a substantially larger num¬ 
ber of residents than would nor¬ 
mally be found in a development 
of this sort, consequently produc¬ 
ing increased demands for auto 
parking and circulation, outdoor 
green area, and public facilities. 

The Technical Staff said the in¬ 
crease in bedroom percentages 
would require 5 acres of additional 
paved parking areas, which would 
otherwise serve the residents as 
open green space. 

The Technical Staff felt that the 
request appears to be premature 
because of a lack of adequate pub¬ 
lic facilities. The project’s propos¬ 
als for public facilities do not con¬ 
template the intensity of develop¬ 
ment proposed in terms of popula¬ 
tion, traffic, and school generation, 
the report added. 

APB Position 

The city’s Advisory Pkmnifi*? 
Board has a different position. It 
feels that the city’s objectives of 
assuring a high-quality develop¬ 
ment and of avoiding a drain on 
city and school services can be a- 
Sce GREENBRIAR p. 2, col.

Six Youth Corps workers have 
been assigned as assistant coun¬ 
selors for Camp Pine Tree this 
summer. Two other Corps mem¬ 
bers have jobs with the Public 
Works Dept. These young county 
residents, part of a federal pro¬ 
gram to provide work experience 
for youth, were placed through a 
subsidiary program administered 
by the county. The county also 
provides bus transportation for the 
workers to and from their place of 
employment. Each youngster works 
25 hours per week. 

A vacancy on the Parks crew has 
been filled temporarily with the 
hiring of a college student. Anoth¬ 
er vacancy on the Parks crew was 
also filled. The position of Assist¬ 
ant Recreation Director remains 
open, however, although several ap¬ 
plications for the post have been 
received in response to advertise¬ 
ments placed by the city in pro¬ 
fessional publications. 

N * * * 

As usual, the special holiday pro¬ 
gram generated extra work for city 
employees. Members of the Public 
Works crew put up and took down 
the fireworks displays. Most of 
the police were assigned to hand¬ 
ling the large crowd that assemb¬ 
led to watch the fireworks. Special 
recreation programs at the Youth 
Center also kept staff members 
busy. 

In order to allow cars to enter 
the service driveway from the end 
of the lake parking lot to reach 
the level space behind the Public 
Works Building, which was conver¬ 
ted into an auxiliary parking area, 
large piles of dirt had to be bull¬ 
dozed off the roadway. These had 
been originally : placed as barri¬ 
cades to keep cars out of the area. 

Both before and after the July 
Fourth weekend, the Parks crew 
cleaned the Lake Park. The spe¬ 
cial trash receptacle behind the 
Firehouse, which received heavy 
use over the weekend, was hauled 
away and emptied on Monday. 

* * * 

The box culvert built to bridge 
a tributary of Indian Creek in 
Springhill Lake is substantially 
complete. The stream, which had 
been diverted during construction 
of the culvert, now flows again in 
its old bed, and the large pile of 
dirt from the excavation has been 
demolished. Some of the soil has 
been used as fill around the cul¬ 
vert; the rest has been spread ev¬ 
enly on the surrounding terrain. 

City officials expect soon to issue 
a permit to the developers for con¬ 
struction of the extension of Cher¬ 
ry wood across the box culvert. The 
new road will give access to the 
industrial property . 

* * # 

The Public Works Dept, installed 
a new drain along Greenhill Rd. 
The former, which led to an inad¬ 
equate catch basin, caused fre¬ 
quent overflows during heavy rains. 
Replacing it, however, required re¬ 
moval of a large section of side¬ 
walk — about the width of two lots. 
New sidewalk was replaced by a 
contractor. 

The city’s line painting crew is 
painting parking space dividers. 
The Parks crew replaced charcoal 
grills in the Lake Park. They also 
completed landscaping of beds on 
Southway, except for the seeding 
of the center strips.

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chieved if the developer meets cer¬ 
tain conditions. 

It- therefore recommended, in re¬ 
port #106, that the special excep¬ 
tion be granted, provided that 

1) There should be minimum 
monthly apartment rentals of $210 
for one bedroom with den, $250 for 
2-bedroom, and $290 for 3-bed¬ 
rooms; 

2) Family rooms and dens should 
not be used for sleeping purposes; 

3) Children would not be permit¬ 
ted as residents in one-bedroom 
or one-bedroom den or family room 
apartments; 

4) Development shall be in accor¬ 
dance with the site plans as sub¬ 
mitted and recreational facilities 
shall be developed concurrently 
with adjacent buildings. 

The APB further recommended 
that an agreement be worked out 
with the developer for city use of 
recreational facilities. 

Building Line Setback 

The Srnith-Ewing property had a 
covenant affixed in 1965 requiring 
that any construction on that pro¬ 
perty must be set at least 250 feet 
back from the border of the Na¬ 
ional Aeronautics and Space Ad¬ 
ministration property (Goddard 
Space Flight Center). The Feder¬ 
al Government had required this 
covenant in order to assure that 
construction would not cause po¬ 
tential audio and noise interfer¬ 
ence with certain NASA activities. 

The developer has now secured 
NASA approval for modification of 
the restriction to a 50 to 100 foot 
setback. A partial release of the 
covenant was signed on May 18, 
1971. A NASA spokesman said that 
the physical growth of NASA since 
1965 has permitted a relaxation of 
the restriction, since sensitive test 
centers were relocated to areas free 
from complications of interference. 

A request to amend zoning reso¬ 
lution 66-1965, which would per¬ 
mit the reduction in the setback 
line, is currently pending action by 
the District Council. 

Elementary School Site 

The College Park-Greenbelt Mas¬ 
ter Plan calls for a 10-acre elemen¬ 
tary school site to be located on 
the eastern portion of the Smith- 
Ewing tract between two sections 
of the Greenbriar project. Last 
spring when the Prince Georges 
Board of Education purchased 40 
acres in the triangular center of 
the tract for the Franklin D. R^oos- 

evelt Senior High School, it also 


purchased the 10-acre site for the 
elementary school and another 16 
acres south of Greenbelt Road for 
a junior high school. 

The developer is now seeking to 
effectuate a trade with the school 
board whereby the elementary 
school would be moved to the cor¬ 
ner of Greenbelt Road and Mandan 
Road (perimeter road). In this way, 
his project would remain contin¬ 
uous and unbroken. According to 
a MNCPPC staff member, the school 
board staff is not certain that the 
new site suggested is wide enough 
to accommodate the elementary 
school. There is also the question 
of the additional distance that 
school children from the western 
end of the Greenbriar project would 
have to travel. Another compli¬ 
cating factor is that the present 
school site is zoned R-R (rural res¬ 
idential). A change in site would 
require rezoning the property to 
R-39 (the present Greenbriar zon¬ 
ing category). 

Alternate Sewage Plan 
As described in last week’s News 
Review, the District Council will be 
considering an alternate sewage 
plan proposed by the developer 
which will be more costly than the 
original plan but which will pre¬ 
sumably permit earlier service. As 
far as can be determined, the new 
plan will cost about $400,000 more 
than the original estimate of about 
% 300,000. The developer told the 
News Review that he would be 
willing to bear the additional pro¬ 
portionate costs. 

Parkland Dedication 
Also not finally resolved is the 
subdivision plan for the project. 
Last December MNCPPC tenta¬ 
tively recommended approval of a 
plan which would permit the de¬ 
veloper to make a cash payment 
equal to 5 percent of the assessed 
valuation of the tract instead of 
requiring him to deed 109c of the 


project as permanent open space, 
as required by the “mandatory de¬ 
dication of open space” ordinance 
adopted by Prince Georges county 
in April 1970. The ordinance per¬ 
mits the cash payment where the 
land to be subdivided is very small 
(less than 5 acres) or topograph¬ 
ically unsuited for parks. 

This action was taken over the 
city of Greenbelt’s objections, and 
last May the city’s APB charged 
that instead of receiving 8 4- acres 
of parkland, the city will end up 
with funds sufficient to purchase 
only about 2 acres. 

The MNCPPC, in conditionally 
approving the subdivision plan last 
December, also specified that the 
developer must satisfy its require¬ 
ments for providing adequate rec¬ 
reation facilities. The Technical 
Staff bust week noted that the rec¬ 
reational facilities provided on the 
plans submitted with the applica¬ 
tions do not comply with those fa¬ 
cilities previously agreed upon by 
the developer and the Technical 
Staff. _
